On 2/1/77, BETTY NAOMI GOLDSTEIN FRIEDAN, 
popularly known as BETTY FRIEDAN, DOB 2/4/21, a 
spokeswoman for various women's rights organizations, 
received a threatening letter at her New York City 
residence. Ms. FRIEDAN was scheduled to appear at 
Dayton's Department Store, MP , MN, on 2/2/77, torspeak 
before a group of Twin Cities women. The letter received 
by Ms. FRIEDAN threatened a bomb explosion at Dayton's 
if she in fact followed through with her planned speech. 

The letter was signed by LEV DAVIDOVICH BRONSTEIN. 

Local, State and Federal authorities were notified and Day- 
ton's security alerted, A search of the premises failed 
to locate any explosive or suspicious device. Dayton's 
management canceled Ms. FRIEDAN' s speech during the 
morning of 2/2/77, to avoid any possible disturbance. 

Ms. FRIEDAN' s schedule in the Minneapolis area was 
otherwise unaffected and she departed MP during the 
eveni ng of 2/2/77. without further incident. One sus- 
pect,! I was 
developed , however , subsequently eliminated. Ms. 

FRIEDAN returned to MP 3/23/77 for a speech before the 
Minnesota Press Club. This speech occurred without 
incident. No further threats or letters have been 
received. LEV DAVIDOVICH BRONSTEIN has not been identi- 
fied.

Mrs. FRIEDAN stated that she has gotten "crackpot, 
hate-type letters" in the past Concerning her outspoken 
attitude on the Woman's Movement, Equal Rights Amendment (ERA), 
and Abortion Issues., which were vague-type letters saying, 

"we'll get you" and so forth. She stated that this was the 
first letter she had received which specified a bomb threat 
on her life and at a specific place, which is Dayton's 8th 
Floor Auditorium where she is lecturing today. She stated 
that she was quite upset having received this type of threat 
on her life. She received this letter on February 1, 1977, at 
approximately 11:00 a.m. at her residence. 

In discussing the letter with Mrs. FRIEDAN, she 
stated that she did not think that because the writer used 
her full name, including maiden name, that it indicated 
someone who knew her from childhood. She advised that recently 
an article, stating her complete name, residence, and background, 
appeared in a Jewish Magazine entitled, "Lilith,” and it is 
possible the writer could have gotten her name and address 
from this article. She stated that in addition to being 
outspoken and being considered one of the individuals who 
started the Woman's Movement , she has recently spoken out 
for Israel and against the Palestinian Liberation Organization 
(PLO) , During the past year , she, along with LEONARD BERNSTEIN 
and others, signed a letter which appeared in the New York Times, 
speaking out in defense of Israel and protesting the PLO being 
admitted to the United Nations.

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Mrs. FRIEDAN stated that within the last few months 
an organization by the name of Briera started "courting her" 
and she later felt they were using her because she was so 
well known and Jewish.

further denied that he had written or that he had 
mailed any type of letter to BETTY ERIEDAN or to anyone 
else in New York City. He specifically denied any know- 
ledge of a typed letter accusing BETTY FRIEDAN of being 
a Marxian Sympathizer or of mailing such a letter to her. 

He further denied knowingly or intentionally making any 
type of a threat to anyone at Dayton ' s >and was simply frus- 
trated in that he could not make himself understood while 
at Dayton's.

scheduled for. trial in Hennepin County District Court, 
Minneapolis, charged with making terroristic threats. 
This charge stems from his threatening comments to 
Dayton's employees during the morning of February 2, 
1977, and in no way is based on the letter received by 
Ms. FRIEDAN. 
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On March 22, 1977, the "Minneapolis 
Tribune," a daily newspaper of general circulation, 
reported in a copyrighted story that BETTY FRIEDAN, 
a spokeswoman for Feminist organizations, was 
scheduled to appear in Minneapolis on March 23, 

1977, and speak before the Minnesota Press Club. 

On March 24, 1977, inquiry at the Minnesota 
Press Club determined that Ms. FRIEDAN had in fact 
appeared and spoken without incident, and has departed 
the Twin Cities area.

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The f ollowing Inves tigation was conducted

On February 2, 1977, Assistant United 
States Attorney (AUSA) MEL DICKSTEIN was contacted 
and apprised of the fact that BETTY FRIEDAN had 
received a threatening letter, postmarked Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and. received by her at her New York City 
home. Mr. DICKSTEIN was shown copies of the letter, 
which threatened a bomb explosion at Dayton's audi- 
torium if Ms, FRIEDAN in fact spoke before a group 
of local Minneapolis women on February 2, 1977 as 
scheduled.. 


AUSA DICKSTEIN advised that this would 
appear to be a violation of Title 18, Sections 
844 (e) and 875 (c). Mr. DICKSTEIN requested that 
the investigation continue in an effort to identify, 
the writer of this letter.

For the information of the Bureau, during March 
and April. 1977. the New York Off ice has been in periodic 
contact with Ms. FRIEDAN and her staff. As of 4/25-/77, 

Ms. FRIEDAN advise.d that she has .received no additional 
threatening letters, telephone calls, or any type of communi- 
cation which she would describe as being threatening or 
obscene. >Ms. FRIEDAN stated that in view of the fact that .a/ 
she has traveled to the Twin Cities area of Minneapol i s - (fcjJjjL. 
St. Paul on several occasions since 2/1/77 and has received 
no further threats, she considers the letter postmarked from 
St. Paul dated 1/29/77, as an isolated hoax. 

Minneapolis has maintained contact with Minneapolis 
Police, Secret Service, and other logical sources in an 
attempt to identify the writer of the letter signed "LEV 
DAVIDOVICH BRONSTEIN" received by Ms. FRIEDAN in New York, 
on 2/1/77 . To date, no one has been identified as the writer 
and no positive information has been developed. 



The letter and envelope which had been submitted 
to the FBI Laboratory for handwriting comparison and finger
